"Before World War XI, these two factcri^iis w^r© combined in one enterprlflo and Enown 
imdor. the name of Llnice '^Hof fma nn Werto , Ww /l9537 have been eeparated, and 
PAPAWAG has been placed under the'* control cf the Railway Comziranlcation Miniatry. 
iftPAWAO la one of the largest entorprlaes of ita kind in Poland# (Others aimilar 
to It are aituated in Qanok, Poznan and Zi*loaa Gera.) The plant for the production 
of electrical machinery was completely separated from PAPAWAiG and is now known under 
the name of M 5 (or Iiovor Silesian factory for the production of electrical machinery 
Both PAPAWAG’ jtid.M 5 are eituated in the weatern part of Wroclaw on Petrowakiego 
Street (fonoei^iy Maerklache Straase).

3* *Vhen in July 19^5 the Pcllah adrilnis tration took over the city of Wroclaw from the 
Soviet military authorities, they found the PAFAWAG plant in a very badly damaged 
condition • PAFAWAG was the first industrial enterprlae in Wroclaw to be recouotructed. 
The first production got imder way again in the auttDm of 1945 at which time railway 
earn left unfinished by the Germane were completed..’ 

4. "In the first period of production, the factorj^ specialized in freight cars for coal, 
of the open type with superstructures • Gradually the building and construction 
got more specialized and soon, as well as all kinds of freight cars, Pullman coaches 
were also being produced by PAFAWaG and in 1953 the first electrical train was 
finished. For this special construction, PAFAWAG works in cooperation with its 
nelghborlDg factory, M 5 (the plant for electrical machinery) which is responsible 
for installing all electrical equipment. ,

"Following Is description of each of the PAFAWAr. f^onprtments . 





(a) Pepftrtiaeht H W 1 : . Here finishing accessories (such as woodwork, painting, 
upholstery, looksiolth and ‘plumbing works , and electx*lcal Installations ) are added 
to Pullman core* Some refrigerated cars ore also finished here* Some years ago, 
this Department used to do finishing work on streetcars* Ko more flxxlshing work Is 
ever done now as part of the assembly-line production. 

Weekly output In this Department averages from two to three Pullman cars. The 
Department works mainly on one shift. 

(b) Department R W 3 ; Here the steel constructions .fox?.

Coal tenders are constructed in this Department. 

The entire' pej^arti^rirti- works on one oliift. (In some sections, a second shift is 
organized dechslonally'; for- inotanee, for welders.) 

There atd two or tb^e' electrical; ovens for hardening steel installed here. 

(<^) Departmeiit H U 3 : Here In located a blacksmith workshop. 

There is also an oxygen comproesing workshop. In addition to serving the PAPAWAG 
needs, this oxygen Is sold to other factories. This department is located In the 
seyne bulidihg ds R W 2. 

(d) Department R V/ 4 ; jMechanlcal Department* 

Here all mechanical and metal oioments of - production are prepared and fixed. 

Also, 'Taw and pre -manufactured elements are adapted to factory needs. 

(e) Department R V/ 9 : Department for carpenters. 

(f) Department R W 6 : biiilding was one of the last to be reconstructed. There 

are rumors that the production falls Ihto th« ^heavy conotructilon' category. 

I [ care for armored trains are being 

produced here. Up to the eiid' of 1952, production Ih^'^tnis department was Still in a 
rather experimental stage. 

(e) Depax*tment R W 7 ; This department ic In a new building, added either during 
V^orld War II or right after it. This building is outstanding because of its modern 
equipment . 

The department produceo all kinds of freight cars. Its production output is 35 to 4o 
cars per day. The production processes are highly mechanized and all the parts arrive 
pre-manufactured (either from other PAPAWAG depar-tments or from other auxiliary 
factories ) .
